_ {Cabinet approves 
-|wage framework

Hopes for labour peace in the 
330,000-strong public sector — which 
includes the Civil Service — rose 
yesterday following Cabinet ap- 
proval of the ‘‘two-tiered'* 
framework wage increase un- 
derstanding reached on November 1 
by Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
and Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel. 

Only one Cabinet member voted 
agatnst approval, Minister of 
Energy Yitzhak Modai. David Levy, 
minister of immigrant absorption, 
abstained. 

The Histadrut Central Committee 
ratified the pact on Sunday, with 
Meshe! predicting that the way 
would now be paved for the signing 
of work agreements between the 
various groups of workers within the 
public sector and their employers. 

Among the unions already on 
record as backing the government- 
Histadrut framework agreement are 
the nurses’, technicians’, and civil 
servants’ unions. Other unions are 
also expected to agree, although a 
few professionals’ groups have 
already voiced their reservations 
about the wage increase formula. 

The framework agreement 
provides for a basic across-the- 
board wage increase of 15 per cent 
beginning next April. In addition, a 
“piggyback"’ pay raise will be 
granted to each branch within the 
public sector, based on negotiations. 
A one-time parity bonus, equal to 60 
per cent of one month's pay, willalso 
be paid to give ail public sector 
employees the same nitie-month, 
seven per cent bonus granted last 
month to postal service workers. 

Ehriich asserted last night that the 
Government-Histadrut pact ‘ia ab- 
solutely final...and unions would be 
unwise to expect any more." If 
pressure is applied for still higher 
raises, he warned, the purchasing 
power of the Israel pound would 

erode at a pace even ΝΕ than at 
present. 


Explaining his vote against 
ratification of the government- 
Histadrut agreement Modal said: 
“Besides my doubts about the 
budget's ability to bear the cost, I 
Sincerely believe such a pact solves 
no problems, neither economic: 7 nor 
social.” . 


He explained that with the basic 15 
per cent increase fixed and dis- 
tributed to all public sector 
employees, ‘‘the traditional wage 
gaps and concomitant social ine- 


- quities will remain." 


“What is more," he added, “the 
fact that some worker groups have 
already rejected the formula is a 
harbinger of its weak chances of sur- 
vival,” 


Levy explained that his abstention 
was ‘tan act of protest...since I 
suggested a similar formula months 
ago — one which would have averted 
all the labour unrest we have been 
experiencing."* 


Doubting that labour peace is now 
possible. Levy urged restoration of 
the full, rather than 70 per cent, cost- 
of-living increment for persons ear- 
ning less that IL6,500 monthly, and 
higher tax rates for persons earning 
more than IL15,000 per month. 

“The government, I'm afraid, has 
lost its credibility," Levy said. ‘“This 
pact will neither prevent strikes nor 
compensate public sector workers 
for the skyrocketing prices." 


In addition to approving the public 
sector wage arrangement, the 
cabinet yesterday also discussed the 
ongoing secondary school teachers 
strike, and the threatened strike by 
primary school teachers. The

Ehrlich: No aid, no peace

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
has warned the U.S. administration 
that without U.S. aid Israel won't be 
able to withdraw from the Sinai and 
without a Sinai withdrawal there will 
be no peace treaty with Egypt. 

In a meeting with the Knesset 
Finance Committee, Ehrlich reveal- 
ed that his U.S. tour he told 
U.S. officials that the aid was 
necessary for a peace settlement, 
but he added that his statement was 
not an ultimatum. 

Ehrlich told the committee that he 
asked the U.S. for a ‘regular’ 1980 
aid budget of $2.3b., of which $800m. 
was civilian, and another $3.37b. 
lean to aid in the move from the Sinai 
into the Negev. He told the com- 
mittee that Israe] asked for the 
§3.37b. as a 30-year loan with a two 
per cent interest rate. 


Ehrlich said that Prime Minister - 


Menahem Begin's controversial loan 
request from the U.S. was a reaffir- 
mation of a grant formalized in the 
Camp David agreements to pay for 
the rebuilding of two Israeli air 
elds in the Negev. 

But when pressed by committee 
membera Ehriich said he could not 
explain a Begin television 
appearance in which the prime 
.™minister said Israel wanted no 
grants from the U.S. so as not to 
appear as beggars. 

Ehrlich said that it took White 
House intervention three days before 
the end of his tour before talks could 
begin on aid with U.S. of- 
ficlals, and that working groups 


were set up in 51:86] and the U.S., 
which are due to be activated in a 
few weeks. 

Ehrlich said that during hia stay in 
the U.S. agreements were reached 
cutting custéms duties on more 
Israeli products and that a bilateral 
committee, headed by the finance 
ministers of both countries, was es- 
tablished to invest in energy 
research. 

MK Yigal Cohen, Likud, said the 
peace treaty with Egypt should be 
linked to an agreement with the U.S.

Another Likud MK, Avraham 
Sharir told Ehrlich and the com- 
mittee that Israel should ask the U.5.

Israel and Egypt during his 1974 tour 
of the region. 


In response to his critics Ehrlich 
noted that of the $5b. the U.S. 
budgets for foreign aid, $2b. goes to 
Israel. 

“Here in Israel there are those 
who think we are doing the 
Americans a favour. In America 
they think they are doing us a 
favour,"" Ehrlich said, adding that 
while in the U.S. he was asked by ad- 
ministration officials when Israel 
would no longer ask for American 
aid. 


NRP objects to early start 
of negotiations on autonomy

Flood of Soviet Jews surprises U.S. 


By MURRAY SEEGER

GENEVA. — The record flow of 
Jewish emigration from the Soviet 
Union to the West has forced a major 
revision of financial arrangements 

for resettling the refugees. 

Since late summer, the number of 
Jews allowed by the Kremlin to 
leave has jumped to an average of 
more than 3,000 persons a month, a 
figure which, if maintained for a 
year, would exceed the record 
number of emigrants allowed in the 
peak years of 1972 and 1978. Of the 
large number of Jews leaving the 
Soviet Union, a greater proportion 
than ever has elected not to go to 
Israel, so the number going to the 
U.S. is nearing a record volume. 

In the most recent months of this 
year, nearly two-thirds of the Jewish 
immigrants who come to the West 
through Vienna have chosen to move 
to the U.S. Thia figure compares 
with 2 per cent of the first mass wave 
of Jewish immigrants in 1972 and 10 
per cent in 1973, when the 
overwhelming majority chose to 
move to Israel. The Israei Govern- 
ment and private Jewish 
organizations have shown some em- 
barrassment over recent migration 


trends. Under Soviet policy, most 
Jews are required to state that Israel 
is their destination. τ 

According to U.S. officials in 
Geneva, 2,000 Jews are now moving 
through the Vienna reception cen- 
tres each month and moving on to 
Rome. From Rome, they are 

ed to the U.S. This pace, if 
maintained, would bring 24.000 
Soviet Jews to the U.S. in 1979, more 
than twice as many as in any year 
since 1971. when the current emigra- 
tion movement started. : 

Diplomats can only speculate that 
the Kremlin is relaxing {ts tight 
emigration controls as part of its 
current “peace offensive” aimed at 
improving relations with the U.S.

In 1974, the number of 
emigrants dropped to less than 25,- 
000 and fell further to less than 27,000 
in both 1975 and 1976. The number 
edged up to nearly 20,000 in 1977 and 
in the first nine months of this year

The pace of emigration jumped 
from 1,600 a month éarlier this year 
to 4,000 in October so that more per- 
sons, about 23,000, have emigrated in 
10 months of this year than each of | 
the previous three years, 

In 1977, the U.S. Government spent 
just over $8m. to support Soviet 
Jewish emigrants in Europe. This 
year, costs have leaped to an e5- 
timated Si4m., requiring the State 
Department to ask Congress for ἃ 
supplemental appropriation. 

.The U.S. Government’s refugee of- 
fice in Geneva is in the process of 
preparing its budget for 1979 and 
1980 and estimates that costs will 
leap again, perhaps by 5¢ per cent. 


New baby delays Soviet exit 


MOSCOW (Retuer). — A Jewish 
woman who waited a year for per- 
mission to take her sick daughter to 
the U.S. for treatment gave birth 
yesterday to a second baby, landing 
the family in a new bureaucratic 


wrangie. 

Natalia Katz, her husband Boris 
and baby Jessica were given exit 
visas last week when Soviet officials 
reversed an earlier refusal to let 
them emigrate. 

‘The family, whose case was one of 
18 taken up personally with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev by U.S. 
Senator Edward Kennedy, had 
bought plane tickets to leave on 
Thursday and hoped the new baby 
would be born in the West. 

But Katz telephoned reporters 
yesterday to announce the birth of 
his daughter in a Moscow hospital 


and said he was worried that he 
could not complete the baby's 
paperwork by December 4, the date 
the exit visas expire. 

One-year-old Jessica suffers from 
a rare digestive disorder, which her 
family says can only be treated in 
the U.S. 

Katz paid the standard 1,400 
roubles (1142,000) exit fee for a cou- 
ple last week and said he was ready 
for a new battle with the Soviet 
bureaucracy over the baby's birth 
certificate — required for exit per- 
mission. 

In order to obtain a birth cer 
tificate, Katz must present his inter- 
nal Soviet passport, the identity 
papers issued to Soviet citizens. But 
he said he had surrendered his inter- 
nal as a Condition of receiv- 
ing emigration visa.

EGYPT has been honoured with a 
Boehm collection, so why not Israel? 

That question, although doubtless- 
ly phrased more diplomaticaliy, is 
‘what inspired the Edward Marshall 
Boehm porcelain studios of Trenton, 
New Jersey, to create its first collec- 
tion of hand-crafted figures basedon 
traditional Jewish motifs. The , 
collection will be unveiled next Tues- 
day evening when it is presented toa 
representative of the israel govern- 
tment at an international bali to be 
held at the Jerusalem Hilton for the 
benefit of the Hebrew University 
scholarship fund. 


Boehm creations are known world- 
wide and command thousands of 
dollars at art dealerg and auctions. 
Richard Nixon bore birds of 
peace to present to the government 
and people of China on his historic 
visit and a similar set wag given to 
the late Pope Paul VI. 


It was when the Egyptian govern- 
ment commissioned Boehm's to 
prepare porcelain copies of ancient 
Egyptian art treasures, however, 
that the wife οἵα of an israeli diplomat 
suggest lateness of 
an Israeli coll soa, sleet the 
State's 30th year of independence 
and the prospects of peace in the 
Middle East. 


Mrs. Helen Boehm, widow of the 
founder of the porcelain firm, im- 
mediately took to the idea, and it is 
she who wjil present the collection to 
the goverament next week.

Missing 
menace

SOME YEARS ago a visiting 
choreographer, Roberto Trinchero, 
created a ballet, based on 
Lorea’s story ‘The House of Ber- 
nada Aiba," for the Israel Ballet, 
then called Classical Ballet. Berta 
Yampolsky, whose work on the same 
theme was premiered in the Habima 
Theatre (November 19), has given 
no more than a nod or two in that 
direction — as in the line of five 
chairs facing the audience. She could 
have profited from following more 
than that line; nevertheless her work 
has some assets. 

The five daughters and their 
mother were six very good 
ballerinas: Iris Gil, Iris Birnbaum, 
Lori Goodman, Julianna Sarri, 
Debra Webb and Pamela Davidson. 
There were some ini dance 
‘moments, especially by three of the 
daughters. The Surinach music was 
well used. 

Yet the grim story missed the 
menace of doom. The mother's role 
| -wasn't sufficiently. dominant nor 


domineering. The stage was mostly 
too bright, the movement too busy, 
the mime too small in gesture to 
create the sense of tedium and 
langour within the cleustrophic 
house. 

Using the Lorca title puts an onus 
on the choreographer to make the 
melodrama essentially Spanish’ — 
otherwise it may as well be called 
“The House of the Five Virgins" — 
but the dancing only now and again 
suggested the Spanish beat. Only 
once did the lone male in the story 
strike a Spanish dance attitude and 
only in the trio with shawls was there 
SWEET POTATOES nay be slightly 2 ἃ 
higher in calories (1δ5 for a medium- 
sized one) than white potatoes but 
“they provide a nice way of varying 
meals.

Drive to push exports of 
car and airplane spare parts 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV — The Export Institute is 
now putting special emphasis on the 


‘export of automobile and aircraft 


spare parts, Ὁκί Segev, acting head 
of the indastrial marketing depart- 
ment told the preas here yesterday. 

Segev said that few Israelis know 
that there are over 200 manufac- 
turers in the country who produce 
spare parts and equipment for 
automobiles. About 36 of them 
already did.export business to the 
tune of $i5m. in 1977, compared to 
$12m. in 1976. This figures does not 
include equipment for garages or 
tires. Exports of garage equipment 
reached $im. in 1977, with only four 
Plants producing for export. 

One of the problems in the export 
push is that 70 per cent of these ex- 


ports are going to the U.S. and only - 


10 per cent to the Common Market 
countries, Segev said. He is op- 
timistic, however, that with proper 
Planning exports to Europe wili in- 


crease from $im. today to $10m. 

Among the steps the Export 
Institute is taking 19 the formation of 
an Israeli marketing chain In 
Europe, which will include a central 
warehouse there. 

Israeli car owners seem to be ig- 
norant of the high quality of local 
products, Segev said. A garage 
mechanic offers an Israeli the choice 
between a locally made spare part 
and an imported part. Usually the 
Israeli will choose the import, 
although it may cost a lot more. In 
Bpome cases the import may even 
turn out to be an Israel-made 
product, sold to a foreign manufac- 
tuver, who reselis it under his 1806]. 

Concerning the export of aviation 
spare parts, Segev explained that at 
present plants here produce only for 
Military aircraft and must invest 
further in order to switch over to 
civilian production. They also lack 
information on U.S. markets and 
their demands, Segev said.

Work force up 
by 4.4 per cent 


Israel’s civilian labour force 
numbered 1,247,000 persons in mid- 
year, the Central. Bureau of 
Statistica reports. The figure com- 
prises almost 49.5 per cent of the 14- 
plus age population and is 4.4 per 
cent greater than the figure in mid- 
1971. 

But the increase, says-the bureau, 
is due almost entirely to the expan- 
sion of the women's contribution to 
the labour force.

TEL AVIV. — Egged is going to the 
polls today to elect the 108 members 
of its general governing body. About 
two weeks later the 5,505 eligible 
voters of Egged will choose from 
these 108 their 30-member manage- 
ment board. This board will then 
elect from its number the five to nine 
members of the secretariat. These 
are the men who are in charge of the 
day-to-day running of. the 
cooperative. 

How are these elections going to 
affect the public? The Post asked the 
heads of the two ΟἹ Hsts. 

Avraham “Avi” Goldman, whose 
“Alternative” List is now in power, 
and who is in charge of Egged’s 
finance department, iq sceptical 
about the next two years. Egged 
elections are held every two years. 

He gave Jerusalem as an example. 
“If we try to increase the number of 
buses in Jerusalem, all we will be do- 
ing is increasing the congestion.” 

Goldman thinks there should be a 
public outery to clear at least one 
lane in major thoroughfares reserv- 
ed for public transport. The govern- 
ment should also initiate staggered 
work hours, 30 that not everyone has 
to crush into buses at the same time. 
Also a government committee 
should approve the scheduling of all 
™mass-participation public events, 50 
that they are not planned for the 
same dates, Such events require the 
services of 10 to 100 buses, for 
periods of two to 12 hours. 

Goldman promised to put the 
finishing touches on a five-year pian 
to buy 2,500 new buses (500 
year). He emphasized that 
would greatly improve service for 
the public. He admitted, however, 
that during the past two years his 
management team did not buy any 
new buses. The average age of Egg- 


ed buses is 12 to 13 years. There are 
Some buses which are 24 years old. 

For members and drivers who 
have tenure the cooperative has in- 
tiated new human relations courses, 
aimed at reducing friction between 
drivers and passengers. 

Yosef ‘“Yoske" Harari, who was 
once chairman of the Egged 
secretariat, and who for the last two 
years has been a reguiar driver, to- 
day heads the opposition “Turn- 
about” (Mifneh) Ust. He promised 
that if elected, his list will within two 
months bring about the unification of 
Egged and Dan. 

Harari claims that this will meana 
great improvement for passengers 
living between Netanya and 
Rehovot, who travel to Tel Aviv. 
“They will be able to travel from 
their houses and get off wherever 
they want in Tel Aviv, without hav- 
ing to switch buses."" 

According to Harari the present 
administration torpedoed Egged and 
Dan unification talks two years ago. 
They have not been renewed since 
then. 

Harari also says that there is a 
need for 3,500 new buses and not 2,- 
500, over the coming five years. He 
points out that the present ad- 
ministration is the first in many 
years that hasn't bought a single new 
bus during its two-year rule. 

Goldman and Harari are at 
loggerheads about the cooperative’s 
financial situation. Goldman claims 
that for the first time in years the 
cooperative is out of the red, making 
ἃ profit, and paying back the debts 
made by the previous ad- 
ministrations. 

Harari claims that according to 
his group's figures, during the 77/78 
fiscal year the cooperative had a 
deficit of about IL50m. and that the 
present fiscal year will end with a 
deficit of nearly IL100m. 


Tourism hurt by ΕἸ Al's negative 
attitude to U.S. charter flights

ἘΝ Al's New York office is hurting 
Israel's touriam, an official of the 
Hotel Association charged this week. 


In an interview with The Post, 
Association director Moshe Amir 
said that the airline, and especially 
ita New York office, has been trying 
to tight charters from, the U.S. to 
Israel by withholding its own fare 
schedule until the last moment. The 
result, hé said, was that for the first 
time this year, last month showed a 
decline in the number of tourists as 
compared with October: 1977. 

October showed 95,000 incoming 
tourists, 8,000 fewer that the same 
month last year. The bulk of the 


decrease was in visitors from North 
America, Amir said. 

He explained that agents hesitated 
to send groups, both because the 
government was late in approving 


* charter flights from the U.S. and 


because El Al did not publish its 
winter rates. 

Now the airline is holding back 
publication of its summer rates, he 
charged, a situation that will again 
result in fewer visitors. From 
January to October, he said, 921,000 
tourists came to Israel, an increase 
of six per cent over the same period 
last year. 

But he predicted that the total 
number of tourists for 1978 would be 
only 1,070,000, or little more than last 
year.

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A vote for Mr. Begin 


THE HERUT Committee's vote of confidence in Prime Minister 
Begin, at ita meeting on Sunday night, constitutes impressive 
proof of Mr. Begin’s ‘continued hold on his movement. ° 

This proof is all the more telling when viewed against the 
background of the Knesset vote on the Camp David agreements 
less than two months ago. At that time, close to half of the Herut 
faction voted against their party leader, and Mr. Begin was 
forced to rely on Labour Alignment votes for his majority. 

Tt ig no secret that many, if not most, Herut stalwarts have 
found it too traumatic to abandon the party's generation-old 
Revisionist mind-set and ideology. Geula Cohen, for ail her 
theatricality, is much closer to that “ole-time-religion”’ than is - 
the born-again Mr. Begin. 

But it is Mr. Begin who is the unchallenged leader of the party 
and his continued hold on the loyalties of his followers served 
him in good stead on Sunday night. That, and the realization, 
among the pragmatic politicians in the hall, that they had. 
nowhere else to go, if Mr. Begin made good on his implied threat 
to resign should his party fall to line up behind him in im-' 
pressive array. 

‘As an astute politician, Mr. Begin must also have been at- 
tuned to the sound of resistance to any further Blair House con- 
cessions which dominated the debate. 

Enthusiasm for the Camp David agreements has cooled ap- 
preciably in Israel, and not only in Herut. For the course of 
diplomacy since Camp David has tended to place in the 
forefront President Sadat's need to reassure the Arab world 
that he is not abandoning the Palestine cause. A peace agree- 
ment, however, will be achieved only if similar consideration is 
given to the Israel government's need to reassure itself and its. 
people that the country’s basic security needs are being 
safeguarded. 

The Cabinet today will again weigh the promises and risks of 
the proposed agreement. And clearly the risks for peace in- 
herent in the agreements should be taken. ᾿ 

The Prime Minister's address to Herut's Central Committee 
no doubt foreshadowed the decision the Cabinet will take." 


Splintering splinters 
THE LONG-AWAITED division of the La'am faction in the 
Likud into two equal parts of four MK's each does not appear to 
pose any immediate grave threat to Mr. Begin’s coalition. 

Jt is not yet clear whether the Hurwitz-Shoval wing will re- 
main, or be permitted to remain, in the Likud. But even if it 
Jeaves the Likud and the government coalition, Mr. Begin will 
still be left with a sufficient majority of 65 in the Knesset — 
although this constitutes an erosion from the high mark of 77 
only a few months ago. 

This erosion has been caused by two opposing tendencies: 
first the defection of the dovish wing of the defunct Democratic 
Movement for Change, and now the revolt of the hawkish die- 
hard remnants of Ben-Gurion’s breakaway Rafi faction. 

The split can, however, be expected to bring into motion a 
number of secondary political realignments. Its greatest in- . 
pact may be on the political future of Moshe Dayan. For it was 
always fairly obvious that an implicit aim of the State List — 
which later evolved into the Hurwitz wing in La'am — was the 
promotion of Moshe Dayan to a position of central leadership. 

-. Mr. Shoval for one has made Httle attempt to disguise the fact 
that the purpose of the ‘discussion group’’ he organized was to 
provide a public forum for the politically isolated Foreign 

er and to woo him into serving as La'am's leader. 
La’am’s breakup over the government's foreign policy, whose 
major architect is Mr. Dayan himself, would seem to spell finis 
to the hopes of organizing a coherent political following around 
the Foreign Minister. : 

Besides, it should now prove easier for the Shostak-Olmert 
wing to return to the bosom of mother Herut, which they left 
after failing in a challenge to Mr. Begin's leadership in 1966. 

The most urgent order of official business highlighted by the 
split is the appointment of a cabinet member to head the 

: Ministry of Industry, Commerce and Tourism. The Prime 
Minister has been putting off that decision in the hope that Mr. 
Hurwitz, who resigned in protest over the Camp David 
agreements, would relent and return to his post. It is now clear 
that he will not. ‘ 

The need to decide on the Ministry of Industry will trigger a 
much wider cabinet resbuffle involving the Ministries of 
Transport and Communications, and possibly those of Absorp- 

tion and Housing whose incumbent ministers are leading can- 

didates for the posts now opening up. 

Mr. Begin should no longer delay in this task of reorganizing 
his Cabinet.

‘THERE IS a battle taking place on 
American television. But it's not a 
fight between Kojak and the bad 
guys. It is a battle for public accep- 
tance, and foreign governments are 

it on network news shows, 
local-station interviews, syndicated 
travelogues and even public- 
television programming. 

ΤᾺ short, foreign ents are 
trying to manipulate the way 
American viewers see them. 

Who are the ‘potential 
manipulators? ‘They are both friend- 
ly and unfriendly nations. They are 
countries in need of U.S. aid and sup- 
port who want to use television to in- 
fluence representatives and 
senators. ie 

They are aided in thelr efforts by 
an army of highly paid public-aftairs 
consultants and public-relations 
firms, scores of influential advisers. 
And they are backed, in some cases, 
by ‘well-heeled, aggressive 
American lobbying groups. 

Just how successful are these 
media manipulators in bending 
television to their will? 

They're sometimes very 
successful, because of the heated 
competition among networks - for 
stories and the obligation of local 
stations to fill many hours with non- 
network pro; Ν᾿, 

As a result of the various 
pressures, networks sometimes in- 
terview propagandists; and some 
local stations, having accepted 
foreign junkets, offer only one side of 
controversial questions to American 
viewers. 

Says Michael Krauss, producer of 
the "Today" show: ‘They need us to 
get παῖς mesaage across; we need 
them as the basis for stories. But we 
do the approaching most of the time. 
And it is a matter of being judicious. 
J don't think that we are ‘used’ that 
much.” 

Here, however, are a few ex- 
amples to the contrary. 


FROM JANUARY 1 to December 31, 
4977 Association/Sterling Films, a 
New York company hired by the 
South Africans, placed 12 of its 
government-made films broad- 
cast and cable-TV outlets that show- 
ed them to more than 30m. 
Americans. ᾿ 

Billed as travelogues, the films 
bypassed all critical mention of 
South Africa's system of racial 
segregation. For its efforts, 
Association/Sterling received more 
-than $50,000 in fees. 

Such films, according to South 
-Africa’s former deputy minister of 
information, are “one of the best 
methods of making propaganda for 
South Africa.” 

British Information Services 
(BIS) has a $1.6m. budget for its Us. 
operation. It syndicates a 15-minute 
science show in half a dozen local 
markets, and also provides short 
spots to local stations. 

Its image is low-key and 
professional. BIS spokesmen also 
pitch network news operations about 
stories complimentary to the British 
Government. One, for example. 
claims ‘‘a small part of the, credit” 
“for planting a favourable story al

BIS makes a point of inviting 
network anchorpeople, cor- 

dents and news executives to 
off-the-record breakfasts and 
lunches when British bigwigs visit 
New York. It also distributes free
